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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -48 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The reasons for 
allowance of independent claims 1, 12, 17 and 31 are discussed in detail in the previous office 
action. 

Regarding independent claims 27, 35, 41 and 48, the prior art neither anticipates nor 
renders obvious a cutter body with the combination of limitations of independent claim 27, 
specifically wherein the cutter body comprising a plurality of locations for accommodating 
cutting inserts; a cutter body with the combination of limitations of independent claim 35, 
specifically wherein a ring is positioned proximate to the second side of the cutter body and 
wherein the ring prevents the bolt from being removed from the throughbore; a cutter body with 
the combination of limitations of independent claim 41, specifically wherein each drive groove 
has an insertion portion connected to a retaining portion and a bottom surface, the retaining 
portion being associated with opposing outer and inner groove sidewalls which at least partially 
overhang the bottom surface; or milling cutter body with the combination of limitations of 
independent claim 48, specifically wherein the female locating member tapers from the widest 
portion at the first side to a narrowest portion within the milling cutter body at a point between 
the first and second sides. 

Applicant's arguments in the Amendment dated 5 May 2005 were persuasive and the 
amended claim language overcomes the prior rejection under US Pat. No. 6,540,449 (Bejerstal et 
al.). Furthermore, there is no prior art, either alone or in combination with '449 that would render 
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obvious the claimed inventions, and no motivation found to modify '449 to obtain the claimed 
invention. 

Examiner notes that Applicant's disclosure (page 1) addresses US Pat. No. 4,204,787 
(McCray et al.). It is noted that the '787 patent does not disclose the combination of limitations 
in the independent claims as currently amended and no motivation is found to modify the c 787 
patent to obtain the claimed invention.
